The Grand Reservoir is ton miles 


long, four or five miles wide and lm»

in Ohio Prison—Long 


Career of Crime. 


Columbus, O./Aug-. 19.—-Alfred A. 
tnapp, convicted of tho murder of 
his, wife, Hannah. Goddard 
Knapp, 


and who confessed to five murders, 
was electrocuted in the annex at the 
Ohio ''penitentiary ' n 
few minutes 


after midnight. Knapp, who weak- 
med when he found his last hope for 
life had gone, expressed a fear that 
he would have to be carried to the 
death choir, regained his nerve ami 
met his fate with little show of fear 
or emotion. 
The electrocution was 


conducted without a hitch, the first 
shock being applied at 12:02 and at 
12:09 he was pronounced dead. 


.KNAPP'S CABEEB. 


Knapp was born at 
Green&burg, 


Ind., in 1862 and for twenty years 
lived on a farm. 


His first criminal act was in. Ohl- 
igo, where 
he' committed a bur- 


glary. Ho served a sentence at Jo- 
liet for that offense. 


Shortly after his release from Jo- 


llet in 1884 ho married 
Emma 


Stubbos at Terre Htiute, Ind., but 
was divorced from her within the 
year. 
In 1886 he married 
Jernite 


Connors at Lawrence burg, Ind. Be- 
tween 1888 and 1894 Kmipp was 
confined in the penitentiaries in Jef- 
fersonville mid Michigan City and 
shortly after his release, according 
to his story, he murdered Mary Ltt- 
tleman in Cincinnati. 
He claimed 


to have killed May Eckert, on Wal- 
nut street, oppoBlte the Y. M. C. A. 
building, in Cincinnati, 
in 1894. 


Lntcr In August of that 
year the 


body of Jennie Connors Knapp was 
found in •o. caniftl in Cincinnati, the 
circumstances pointing to 
suicide, 


and 
a verdict 
was 
so rendered. 


Knapp claims ho killed her on Au- 
gust 7 and threw the body into the 
cdnal. 


MUBDEK IN INDIANAPOLIS. 
In 1805 Ida Grcj-hert 
was mur- 


dered in Indianapolis 
and 
Knapp 


claims to have killed her. Afterward 
Knapp returned to Cincinnati and in 
1890 married Hannah Goddard, with 
whom he lived six months. 


In 1897 ho again appeared in In- 


dianapolis and was sentenced to th? 
Michigan City penitentiary for &A- 
siuilt on his cousin, Alice Hill. Two 
years later he was sentenced 'to the 
Columbus penitentiary from Cincin- 
nati Cor tivo years upon n clinrge of 
assault. In June, 1903, he was re- 
leased and returned to his wife, then 
Hying in Hamilton, 0. On December 
8 liis wife mysteriously disappeared 
Shortly afterward 
Knapp went ta 


Indianapolis. 
On February 
24, 


1903, the Hamilton police were noti- 
fied that Knapp's wife was missing, 
and that he had married Anna Gram- 
bio at Indianapolis. Knapp was ar- 
rested, there on April 25, 1903. He 
was returned to Hamilton in the be- 
lief that'the charge against him was 
bigamy. 


'MADE A CONFESSION. 


Once in the Hamilton jail he was 


openly charged with the murrler of 
his wife- 
Pressed for 
explanation 


by Mayor Charles S. Bosch, he final- 
ly made" a confession in which he ad- 
mitted killing his wife and said that 
he put her body in a dry goods box 
and dropped it into the Big Miami 
river. Later the box and body -were 
discovered in the Ohio river below 
Cincinnati. 


A snort time before he went to the 


death chair Knapp confessed to hav- 
ing assaulted Bailie and Sallle Mot- 
zer, two little girls, at 
Hamilton, 


about two years ftgo.
